1 • Administrative Arrangement to Provide Support 
for the Presidential Trip to Mexi co 


a . Title and Dates : 

The Western Hemisphere Area was alerted in 
mid-October to prepare itself to furnish OCI 1 s 
support for President Johnson's forthcoming trip 
to Mexico. 

b. Creation : 

Personnel of the Western Hemisphere Area 
produced a daily security situation memorandum 
to update the Special National Intelligence Es- 
timate 81-67 "Security Conditions in Mexico," 
dated 12 October 1967, and were prepared to pro- 
duce any spot reports as required. All of these 
memoranda were coordinated with the clandestine 
services and the Office of National Estimates. 

c . Participation : 

Personnel of the Western Hemisphere Area, 
Office of Current Intelligence, furnished the 
bulk of the substantive support, but there was 
close liaison with the clandestine services and 
the Office of National Estimates.

No 
other administrative offices were represented 
as such on the task force, but close liaison 
was maintained with the Soviet Division of 
the European Area, OCI, with the clandestine

S. TASK FORCE ON GREECE (SECOND) 


Administrative Arrangement for the Emergency 
Task Force on Greece 


a. Title and Dates: 


The Emergency Task Force on Greece was not 
formally organized by DDI directive, but on the 
orders of the Director, Office of Current In- 
telligence, it functioned on 13 December and 
14 December 1967. 

b . Creation : 

By direction of the Director, Office of 
Current Intellig ence, on 13 December 1967 

Chief, Greece, Turkey, Iran 
Branch of the Middle East Division was named 
Chief of the task force. 

c. Participation : 

The task force was staffed entirely by per- 
sonnel of the Greece Turkey Iran Branch of the 
Middle East Division. No other administrative 
offices were represented on the task force, and 
the closest liaison was maintained with the clan- 
destine services. The short duration of the 
task force and the limited scope of the political 
developments precluded the need for formal liai- 
son activities with other components of the 
Agency or intelligence community.

T. PRESIDENTIAL TRIP TO AUSTRALIA 


I . Administrative Arrangement to Provide Support for 
the Presidential Trip to Australia 

a. Title and Dates ; 

The Presidential Trip Task Force (Australia) 
was established on 19 December 1967 to continue 
in operation for the duration of President John- 
son's Australian journey expected to last until 
24 December. 

b . Creation ;

Division, Far East 
Other components of the Office of Current Intel- 
ligence were requested to give all appropriate 
assistance to the task force. The task force 
was charged with preparing a security situation 
report, as of 1400, on 19, 20, and 21 December. 
Other components of the Office of Current Intel- 
ligence prepared the necessary cable versions of 
the President's Daily Brief plus supplement, the 
full Central Intelligence Bulletin and the Viet- 
nam Sitrep for transmittal to the Presidential 
Party at Canberra. 

c. Participation : 

The task force was staffed by personnel from 
the Orient Division, Far East Area, of the Of- 
fice of Current Intelligence.

V. KOREAN SITUATION TASK FORCE 


I . Administrative Arrangement for the Emergency 
Task Force on the Korean Situation 


a . Title and Dates : 

The Emergency Task Force on the Korean Sit- 
uation was formally proclaimed on 1 February 
1968 although sitrep production by the task 
force began on 23 January and the task force 
had liaison with other such groups within the 
government from that time. It continued sit- 
rep production until 4 February. 

b. Creation:

In addition, the Office of Strategic 
Research maintained a representative on the 
task force to assist in analyzing military 
developments. The task force had close liai- 
son with the clandestine services, as well as 
with the Office of National Estimates .

The Seniors Group was chaired 
by Secretary of State Rusk and included among 
its members CIA Director Helms, and top of- 
ficials of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the
